Having 
united his troops with those of Prince Frederick 
Charles, they eng aged our forces in combat yes- 
terday near Vendome. The battle lasted till 
Dight.

WASHINGTCN, D. C., Dec. 16.—The contest be- 
tween the two Missouri Senators, over the re- 
sult Of the late campaign in-that State, which 
was opened by Mr. Schurz yesterday. was re- 
sumed to-day by Mr. Drake, in a reply of three 
bour’s duration, delivered in the presence of a 
crowded Sepate chamber. It wasa speech re- 
markabie for invective aod expletives tn tts de- 
nunciation of the political course of bis colleague, 
whom he charged with provoking this discus- 
sion in Congress, With having sown the seeds of 
dissension tn the Republican party all over the 
country, and with having bound li baad and foot 
in Mi souri and handed it ever to the Democracy. 
He believed that the later would succeed in 
electing a United States Senator to take his 
(Drake’:) place. Forthe removals by the admin- 
istration In Missouri Drake said be took all the 
responsibility as he had advised them, and would 
do tt again. He proceeded in this strain, and he 
was altentivel® listered to by all the Senators, 
and at least haif of the- members ofthe House, 
who Were present on the Senate floor, including, 
of course, ibe entire Missouri delegation. Mr 
Drake spoke with a warmth and vigor that as- 
topish«d most everybody, and at times excited 
applause from tine galleries. He deciared 
that ibe triumph In Missouri was the result of 
a couspiracy between the friends of Schurz, 
Brown,anud the Democrats to upset a State con- 
stitution which he (Drake) had formed, and 
which bad saved the State from the rebellion 
under the pretext of attempting to provice am- 
nesiv a year earlier than the State comstitution 
pioposed. Schurz and company started out, he 
said, with the deliberate purpose of destroying 
the Republican party. In tbis his colleague had 
succeeded, for be stabbed incold blood the party 
that had sent bim to the United States Senate. 

Witb regard to Schurz’s reference to Drake’s 
old pro-slavery record, the latter said that he 
thought it better to be a new Republican and 
faithiul,(han ap oid one and treacherous; aad 
in this ifme he proceeded to speak of the detalis 
of what he calied the devilish conspiracy. In 
concluding his speech he took an affecting fare- 
wel: of the Senate, as they were the last words 
he should utter in the bedy, end sat down, smid 
the cor gratulations of the leading Republican 
Senaicr-.

The Charter Sustained. 

Chancellor CocHRAan's opinion in the 
Nicolson pavement case will be found ia 
our local columns. It is brief, but so 
pointed and luminous as to excite the [ 
reader's astonishment that so plain a 
question should ever be mooted. 

The old charter wasa statute empower- 
ing the city as agent of the State to make 
new streets, first, at the expense of the 
property bordering thereon, and, after- 
wards, to keep them in repair at 
the expense of all the 
included within the 
the corporation. The obligation of the 
city to repair the streets when once made 
was not the obligation of a contract, but a 
duty imposed by the sovereign and ceasing 
with the revocation of the _ statute. 
Whether the cost of making and repairing 
streets should be imposed on the adjacent 


| property only, or on the city treasury, or 


divided between said property and the city 
treasury, was a matter entirely within the 
discretion of the law-making power, and 
its selection of either method, being dictated 
by considerations of policy, was subject 
to cBange from time to time and carried 
with it nothing in the nature of a contract 
between property-holders on the one hand 
and the corporation on the other. If such 
provisiens in the charter of a public cor- 
poration like the city of Louisville had 
the nature of a contract, how many char- 


‘ters would become unrepealable laws? In 


that case, whenever the charter required 
the city to raise a certain part offts revenues 
by taxing a certain species of property, 
and another part by taxing other property, 
we should have a contract between the 
several classes of property-owners and the 
city, and it would be impossible to change 
our system of local taxation because the 
State could not amend our charter in that 
respect without impairing the obligation 
of contracts, 

lf this case is to be appealed we hope 
it will be done quickly, so that the validity 
of the provisions of the new charter with 
reference to street improvements may no 
longer be a matter of doubt with even the 
most litigious. An overwhelming major- 
ity of our voters have indorsed them as just 
and wise. They are certainly necessary to 
the successful prosecution of a much- 
needed improvement; and the Chancel- 
lor’s confirmatory opinion, whether I[t con- 
yinces those who sought to make other 
people pay for their improvements or not, 
will at least satisfy the general public that 
there is still a good dea] of common sense 
and justice in our laws. 

**Unwise’’? and *‘Impolitic,’’ 

The Pittsburg Gazette is too kind by 
half. It considers our assertion of the 
self-respecting spirit and independent 
character of the Southern people as “un- 
wise and impolitic,” and adds, “we candid- 
ly regret it the more because of its having 
appeared im the CouRIER-JOURNAL.” 

The Gazette is an orthodox Radical au 
thority, and a recognized organ of the Ad- 
ministration, which circumstance makes its 
sorrow on this occasien very teuching 
indeed. But, in the same friendly vein, let 
us inquire what does it regret? The para- 
graph which we queted from the New 
York Times, and which the Gazette says 
we misused, was sufficient text for all we 
said. We did not mean to thisrepresent, 
still less to assail, the Times. We toek its 
article as a type because it came from a 
most liberal and conservative source, and 
was.in the main, moderate and kindly. 
But what did we say that was so “impoli- 
tic’ and “unwise?” We simply stated that 
there can be no peace or union in an asso- 
ciaiion of free States that is not based on 
equal duties and obligations, on reciprocal 
benefits and sentiments, on mutual respect 
and geod will; that, in order to secure such 
a result in this country, the war of the 
sections should either be ignered or else be 
regarded as a mistake all round, not as a 
rebellion; and that the South, being entirely 
placable and ready tor business, has noth- 
ing to repent, is not sony nor ashamed, 
asks nothing as a concession and will ac- 
cept nothing as a gilt. 

It is best to be explicit on these points. 
Our plainness of speech is certaivly not 
meant as bravado.’ It is meant to be rep. 
resentative, and it is so. hope it is also 
clear. Now, wherein lies its impoliéy? 


Does the Gazette want a government 
held together by force, or a Union obtained 
by the spiritual degradation of niné™mil— 
hons of people who supported the Con- 
federacy, or a sham concern based upon 
lying compromises at once unreliable and 
indecent? Itis mot necessary to discuss 
the nght or wrong of secession, or to go 
over the events of the war. The war is 
ended. Wecome to business; for we are 
to have a Government oi some sort. Very 
well What sort of a Government shall 
it be? Ifan Imperial Republic, to which 
the Southern States bear the relation of 
conquered provinces, let us know it. We 
can stand it if you can. Anything you 
say will suit us. But no; you don’t say 
that just yet. That is what you are driv- 
ing at, but you dare not show your hand 
until you have educated the freemen of the 
North down to the point by a policy of 
hate and repression, which will enable you 
finally to disclose and carry out your 
scheme. Our line of argument is designed 
to make this issue distinct. We mean to 
force the people of both sections to con- 
sider it. Standing, as we do, on national 
ground, claiming our rights as American 
citizens, free as any, or else demanding that 
our servitude be announced in such terms 
that it cannot be gainsaid, we propose 
to have done with the makebelieves of the 
office-holders, who have one word for 
themselves and another word for the peo- 
ple, and, sbovejall, wish to keep things as 
they are. Thig you call “‘impolitic” and 
‘un wise.”’ 

So be it. 
which we hav¢ always adhered to, 
we argued down the prejudice of a class 
of violent partisans in the South, and 
urged the rights of black men to live, 
move and haye their being, taking our 
stand ina realizing sense of irreversible 
facts, and in that tolerant spirit which we 
hold to be essential to the restoration of 
national unity and peace in this country, 
we were freely denounced asa traitor by 
tue Bourbous} of the Democratic party. 
Just so we are now being denounced as an 
mecendiary by /the Bourbons of the Repub- 
lican party. We are inclined to think, 
however, that we can outlive that sort of 
treason, and sprvive the species of criticism 
which ascri treachery to our well- 
considered efforts to assert the genius of 
American institutions and the freedom and 
manhood of American character. We 
are not at alljafraid of the Bourbons, Radi- 
or ocratic. As long as 
we are sppported by facis, which 
are the makers of principles, and without 
which principles are nothing but snares 
e ignorant, we shall be sure 
of our fight, We have not one tone for 
the public and another for the private. 
We don’t talk one way and write another 
way. What we think we mean, and as 
we mean nothing that we have not con- 
sidered, we have no motive for conceal-

ment. That is a description of prudence 
from which we do not need to ask to be 
delivered, for we never deal in it. There- 
fore we are not appalled when the Pitts- 
burgh Gazette mourns over our 
expression of opinion and our fearless ex- 
| planations of fact as’ “impolitic” and “un- 
wise” just as we were not appalled when 
the Demopolis Ruffie Shirt and Semi- 
monthly Be-Dam-to-the-Nigger accused 
us of being ‘‘a white-livered sniveler” and 
“g yelping hireling.” 

The editor of the Gazette knows very 
well that the personal relations of intelli- 
gent Southern men and intelligent North- 
ern men are perfectly kindly and assured, 
and that there is hardly a Radical leader 
in Congress or a Radical editor in the press 
who has not some Southern friend whom 
he loves and respects and would relieve of 
disability it he could. Now we desire to 
cofmpel the assertion of this private rela- 
tionship in public affairs and to exclude 
} from public business terms which have 
long ceased to be heard in social inter- 
course. There is no reason in sound policy, 
and certainly no reason in point of fact, 
why this should not be done, and there 1s 
good reason why it should be done. If the 
Radical leaders refuse to do it, as they 
have refused, we must get other leaders 
who will do it, and, in order to accomplish 
this, we propose to carry the question home 
to the Northern people, to put the Demo- 
cratic party squarely on it, and to rest our 
claim to a change of administration in it. 
It is the only sate, because the only benign 
and rational, policy. It is founded on fact 
and not on passion and ignorance and 
mock patriotism and sky-scraping shams. 
If this is unwise and impolitic, the Radicals 
have our leave to make the most of it. 


The South Carolina Senatorship. 

The Legislature of South Carolina was 
called upoa the other day to elect a United 
‘States Senator to succeed T. J. Ropert- 
sON, whose term expires with the present 
session of Congress. It was understoed 
that the place was tor sale, as such places 
always are when atthe disposal of such 
legislators as constitute the majorty in the 
General Assembly of South Carolina, and 
that no shorter pole than one of sixty 
thousand dollars in measurement could 
possibly take the persimmons. It was also 
understood that Gov. Scott would put in 
an appearance at the capitol with the 
necessary amount of money, a part of the 
fruits of his energy and industry as the 
Chiet Magistrate of the State, and that 
he wouid most probably become the pur- 
chaser. It was believed further that 
WHITTEMORE, the twice-kicked out of 
Congress, and now a member of the South 
Carolina House of Representatives, would 
make a handsome bid for the position, 


trusting, however, to the superior disrepu- ‘ 


tableness of his character to oversome at 
least a part of the influence of Scort’s 
money, But it would seem that in this. 
public expectation was disappointed, as 
the result of the one ballot on the day of 
the election shows no vote cast for either 
of these persons. They probably found 
themselves not sufficiently flush of funds 
when the tug of war came to justify them 
in making the final tilt with Roperrson, 
who seems to have had quite money 
enough to back successtully his determing- 
tion to become his own successor. At any 
rate, he was re-elected over three others, 
who had the temerity to rush in where 
Scorr and Wurrremore feared to 
tread, the vote standing —Ros- 
ERTSON, 88; BeriER, 30; Mosxs, 22; 
Carpoza,8,. A Columbia dispatch said: 
“General excitement prevails over the 
election of RoBERTSON; parties on the 
street say it was money triumphant.” And 
there is no doubt of it. But Rosperrson 
can well afford to give even more for six 
years longer in the Senate than he is sup- 
posed to have paid for the privilege. If 
he will hint the thing to the protection- 
ists and the whisky ring, they will cheer- 
tully see to it that he loses nothing by his 
bargain, no matter how extravagant it may 
have been. As matters are now managed, 
a six years term in either house ot Con- 
gress can easily be made as rich a placer as 
the most ambitious of gold-hunters would 
care to find.

But what the COURIER-J OURNAL misses ts the very 
ground on which the Senate besed its action— 
that the Union dead ought not to be meved that 
an estate might be restored to the rebels who had 
once owned it. 


We waive the noble opportunity and 
the seductiye temptation which this para- 
graph very obviously suggests and was 
doubtless meant to provoke, in order to 
ask why the crime of removing the Union 
dead from Arlington and restoring the 
property to its rightful inheritors should 
be greater because—to use the phrase of 
the Gazette—those “who once owned it” 
were “rebels?” li ever they were “rebels,” 
which we deny, are they “rebels” now? 
And if they are “rebels” now, there are 
about nine millions of the same sort in the 


were rebels. 

We are as little disposed to disturb the 
dead as any one, and would no more dis- 
turb the Union dead thar the Confederate 
dead. A dead man is a dead man, be he 
rich or peor, high or low, fought he on one 
side or on another. In attempting to get 
up a sentimental rage on that head, the 
Radicals overleap themselves; and, in ad- 
dition to this; when they claim for their 
dead superior honors and consideration, 
they degrade humanity and set up a sham 
sentiment that will not bear discussion. 

Everybody knows they would have 
made no ado had the dead buried at Ar- 
lington been Confederate dead. They 
make a great merit out of the accident that 
they are Union dead. The difference is 
trivial, The question of removal would 
be as disagreeable in the one case as in the 
other, and, m any event, is not ‘Ae question 
at issue.

A fine burst of loyal vengeance, 
truly! It almost.equals the rhapsody of 
old Bourbon himseif.

Besides, itis pleasant to gaze 
upon them. I only wish there were a

What sort of a peace, what sort of a 
Union, what sort of a future, should we 
mark out for ourselves if these twin 
spasms of virulence should become the di- 
viding lines of partes and sections, the 
prevailing sense of the people of this 
country?

The Legality of the Assessments

Several weeks ago, ceriain cliizens on Broad- 
way held a meeting at the rooms of the 
Board of Trade for the purpore of means 
and uniting their strength to test the legaitty of 
the epporiioom+nt warrants allowed against 
them aod in favor of the contractors for the tay- 
ing of Broadway with Nico'son pivement.

Chancellor T. B. Cochran on yesterday rendered

Arguments of Messrs. Wilkes and 
Ditzier on their Second Propo- 
sition—Baptism 1s for 
the Remission 
et Sins. 


FOURTH DAY'S PROCEEDIAGS. 


On yesterdat,the fourth diy of the debate of 
Reverencs Wiikes and Diizier, their second 
proposition was taken up, Mr. Wilkes inthe af- 
firmative, Mr. Ditzier In the negative. Mr. 
Wilkes opened tne discussion with a speech of 
one hour’s length, Mr. Diitzier oecupying one 
hour in reply. 

Mr. Wiike: began by saving that baptism was 
an ordinance of divineauthority: that it was es- 
tablished for something, and he maintained that 
it was for the remission of sine. First, I will 
siate What I mean by the remission of sins: I 
mesn the sending awgy of sing, or their complete 
biouircg out. It is pot simply a chaoge of heart. 
ibe remission of sins is God’s own act. Sin is 
‘oie something that God forbids or falling to do 
that wbich He commaads. Forgiveness of sin ts 
ihe s: nding away, first of the stn; secondly, the 
sending away of the penalties or consequences 
of sin. My proposition is that yo is for the 
remission, or sending away of sin. I do not 
mean that baptism of itself is for the remis 


ate; and then take kh‘m out again and unless 
taere be something elise it is not baptism in tne 
sente We utderstand if. Ido not hola that there 
ts In beptivrm iteelf any virtue by which a man 
can saved, Neither co I belleve there 1s any 
virtue in the element In which a man is baptized. 
TO tlustrate. I will take the case of the Israelites 
passing through the Red Sea. They had come to 
the Red Sea with Moses, and they were dissatl«- 
tea and even murmuring, when he told them to 
stand still and see the saivation of God. He 
stretched out his rod and the. waters were dl- 
vided, and ae passed throngh end were saved. 
it Was not In the water that they were saved, 
but In an obedience to the command of God. 890 
Naaman coutd not see why the waters of Damas- 
cus were DOt as potent to heal his leprasy as 
tho:e of the Jordan, bat he was made to see that 
his talvation hung upon the scale of his obedi- 
ence to God’s commuan4. 
T hold that baptism ts owed for the infant, be- 
cause it is contrary to rea It is net for the 
tafot, nor for him that lived haters it wae insti- 
tuted, por for the man wLo fs In the devert tstand 
and cannot be baptized. Now I b:Ifeve in the 
commizsion as ziveo in Mark, that he who be- 
lieveth not shall be damned; but I do not think 
tne Infacts will be damned, because they are nor 
capable of believing.

The Centennial Celebration of the 
Liederkranz aad Beetho- 
vea Secieties, 


A FEAST OF MUSIC. 


One biindred Fears, @ikh yesterday, were con- 


| summated since Was born into the world one of 


the greatest masters of the immortal language of 
music. Ludwig Von Beethoven, around who;e 
name cluster memories fragrant and perennial— 
memories, the echoes of the thoughts he had done 
into hermony—Lud@#ig Von Beethoven was yes- 
terday born again ip the grateful pearts of the 
thc usancs that bts mueic had made better and 
happier. The World yesterday united in doing 
bim bhoror and giving the Iie to the effete maxim 
th t the erll that men do alone lives after them. 
Louisville added pot an bramble voice to the 
gebecral cborus In his praise. Her action of the 
cay was the epliihalamium that chanted her 
heart-union wich the mulitade of hia di-c'ples 
ava worshippers. Fuallend complete prepara- 
tions were not wanting to mark her deep inter- 
est in wortbily cclebrating the anniversary, and 
the desire found its expression in its best and 
most it ing exponent —in mu-ic’s language it- 
self. For along time back the musical people 
or the city have been rehearsing anid 
rebearsing again the erelections of the 
great masters that best stamp his surpassing 
genius, and last night in the grand 
cone rt of the Liederkranz Society the 
fhuit of this practice was discovered.

Between the presentation of tae Kyrie Eleison 
and the Ah Pe:rfdo,the bust of Beethoven was 
upvailed, and Professor N. Hailman addressed 
the audience in the oration we give below, on 
the life and works of the master. 

PROF. BAILMAN'S ADDRESS. 

LADIES AND GENTLEMEN: One hundred years 
ago ic-Oay the clty Of Bonn gave Dirih to the 
gieat Man whose memory we celebrate to-night. 
Ove bucdred years to-day the city of Bonn 
gave to the world one of those master-souls de:- 
tined for immorality; one of those rare beacon- 
iights whoee office it is to revive the falling tour- 
gece oO! the seeker after truth and beaults; one of 

‘hose bright particular stars that shed their In;s- 
ter far beyond ordinary limits of nationallty and 
time, and that #catter their rave oroadcast 
through all cou — and through all future ages 
to glasoen the hearts and lighten the burdens of 
mankind. Like Kent Goethe, Humoo!d' and 
other beroes of German thought, of that pertod 
#0 fertile in cosmopolitan mind, he is one of tho;e 
vigatiic phencmena of which fils countrymen 
ure justly proud, but which thes canoot claim as 
their exclu-ive own, an intellect In whom hu- 
mani sveceeded in asserting it claims over 
mere patriotism. 

Encowed by nature with a soul full of love, full 
of the noblest aspirations, he was taught in his 
ealliest childhood by the selfish crueity of an un- 
reasonable father, by the selfish timidity of a 
weak mother, and by the bitter adversity to the 
external circumstances of bis home, to flad the 
obly relief for bis crying soul in music, and so 
yrateful was he to the “aphere descended maid’’ 
that he pever broke his fidelity to ber by iadul- 
gepce ip the earthly passions of other men. and 
tat on all occasions he passionately hastened to 
apparent solituce to forget, In sweet com- 
muutod With her, the injustice and harshness of 
nen. Even nis unhappy infatuation with the 
gified Countess Guicciardi, in whom to bim his 
gocdess seemed io have assamed the mortal 
orm, once shattered, united bim only the more 
firmly to his civine love. Also bis difficulty
